It  is  still  the  aim  of  the  dGpartm.ont  to  ondoavour  to  obtain  convor- 
sion  of  the  many  Fail  Closets  to  W.C.^s  as 'soon  as  Sowago  Schomos  can  bo 
completed  but  tho  delays,  which  arc  outsido  the  control  of  tlio  Council,  arc 
rcgrottablo.  However,  one  can  now  soo  signs  of  progress  in  tho  parish  of 
Partington. 


Cloansing . 

Tho  Department  is  rosponsiblc  for  tho  collection  and  disjposal  of  Refuse. 
During  tho  year  labour  difficulties  have  again  boon  very  much  in  evidence. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  it  was  still  possible  to  maintain  approx- 
imately a weekly  collection  of  Dustbins  and  Sanitary  Pails,  as  in  pro-?jar 
days. 


The  collection  is  carried  out  by  mechanical  vehicles. 

The  following  Transport  is  used  on  this  work: - 

1 -1950  Ford  Refuse  Collector  (7  cubic  yard  body), 

2 -1948  Ford  Refuse  Collectors  (7  cubic  yard  bodies). 

The  vehicles  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping  and  the  Council  have  tips  situate  in  tho 
Parishes  of  PicluTiero,  Warburton  and  Great  Warford  vjhich  is  situate  vjithin 
tho  area  of  MacclosfioOld  Rural  District,

Investigations  have  been  made  into  all  coses  of  Infectious  Diseases 
and  disinfections  have  been  carried  out  by  your  staff,  disinfection  of 
houses  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  throughout  the  area  on  request.  This 
also  applies  to  disinfection  of  verminous  houses  etc.
